Advertising and Farm Products 


The Fontana plant of Swift & Co. conducted an interesting 
“Swift Day’’ program at the Woman’s club house in that city 
Saturday, which many from the surrounding territory attend- 
ed. One of the talks of the program had to do with adver- 
tising and the authorities of that nationally known concern 
have the same attitude toward advertising as does that great- 
est of all citrus cooperative organizations, the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, and the following observations should be 
of interest to all: 

Of the more than 1,600 pounds of food that the average 
person eats, 529 pounds are dairy products and 47 pounds are 
eggs, according to F, M. Simpson, of the Swift research depart- 
ment. ‘‘All foods,’’ he said, ‘‘are making a bid for the con- 
gumer’s dollar, and they are making it largely through adver- 
tising. 

“It is interesting to note that the products in which you 
and we are interested have shown inereases in the last ten 


40 per cent, eggs 11 per cent, milk 5246 per cent, and 8d on. 

“Unless you or someone else advertises your product, the 
demand for it will decline and the price suffer. This is just 
another way of saying that the consumer determines the price 
of your butterfat, eggs, and poultry. That is your interest in 
the advertising of butter, eggs, poultry, and cheese. 

‘Phe main purpose of advertising is to sell products to 
consumers. There is. however, another kind of advertising 
that might be called ‘informative.’ This means that the ad- 
vertisements contain information that is interesting and edu- 
cational. The main purpose of these in the instance of Swift 
& Co. is to give producers of butterfat, eggs, poultry and live- 
stock information that will help them better to understand 
marketing methods and the demands of the market.

your local papers. 

‘* Advertising money, but advertising of specifically 
branded products increases the demand for these products, and 
a well-known brand, therefore, usually is sold at a premium 
an tmadvertised or unbranded similar product.
